The most expedient solution to replace the notes was the use of 
these indented forms that were brought from England by Col. Thomas 
Tabb and were intended to be issued by the James River Bank, a proposed 
private bank that the Crown refused to approve. The forms were filled in 
by hand in order to include the appropriate text within the printed forms. 
The notes were housed in books of 100 bills and the book numbers were 
incorporated into the numbering scheme, with the top number repre- 
senting the number assigned to each book of bills and the lower number 
representing the serial number.

20040 Fractional Currency Shield, with Gray Background. 

A very attractive and clean example of the very popular Fractional 
Currency Shield. These were made to be used in banks and post offices 
for the purpose counterfeit detection. They were manufactured between 
June 1866 and May 1869 and are composed of 39 First, Second, and Third 
issue uniface Specimen notes affixed to a pre-printed large piece of card- 
board. There are 20 faces and 19 backs, all uniface. Most of the notes are 
bright, but the 25¢ Second Issue back, as frequently observed, has faded 
to light blue. There are four hand-signed notes with three being Jeffries- 
Spinner and one, the 10¢ Third Issue, being a Colby-Spinner. All four 
signed notes have ink erosion and burn. The Second Issue note has reflec- 
tive bronzing and the gray background is bright and sharply printed, with 
the stars and eagle appealing. Normal water damage is seen on the left 
side (due to old Treasury storage). The frame is smaller than normally 
seen, as the BEP shipped the shields flat without a frame. The overall pre- 
sentation of this example is better than most seen by us.

This large, legal sized envelope was addressed to W.C. Flagg, Esq. of 
Alton Illinois. It has a First Issue 5¢ Postage Currency note in the upper 
right corner that has been hand cancelled. A circular postmark dated 
Oct. 20 from Chester, III. is on the left side. Underneath in four lines are 
the words Stamps/ J. B. Senauh(???)/ Oct 22 64/ 4300.00. W. C. Flagg was 
a mid-level politician who was involved in Illinois politics and a fervent 
abolitionist. In 1860, President Lincoln appointed him the collector of 
internal revenue for the twelfth district of Illinois, a position he held until 
1869. This is a rare opportunity to get a Postage Currency note used as 
postage and tied to a Lincoln appointee. This item is not graded. 

Starting Bid: $1,250 
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20042 Postage Currency Used as Postage. 

A second example of a 5¢ Fr. 1230 used as postage. The note was mounted 
to the upper right of a Civil War patriotic envelope with the State Seal of 
New Jersey in blue on the right. No post mark is present. On the right 
edge is the envelope manufacturer’s name - New York Envelope Depot, 
144 Broadway. This is another of the very few known uses of postage cur- 
rency as postage. This item is not graded.

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20043 Postage Currency Used as Postage from President Roosevelt’s Collection. 

A number of envelopes with Postage Currency used as actual postage are known, but this one is unique in many ways. It is a registered airmail enve- 
lope that once resided in President Franklin D. Roosevelt’s personal stamp collection as evidenced by a stamp on the back with authentication by H. R. 
Harmer, Inc., of NY. Interestingly, Roosevelt was an avid philatelist all his life and had a collection that had over 1.2 million specimens in it. The enve- 
lope was sent by J. A. Howland of New Jersey to Capt P. J. Byrne at Floyd Bennett Field in Brooklyn, NY c/o American Line Ship Transatlantic. Captain 
Byrne was Howland’s son-in-law, a decorated Navy pilot who facilitated cargo transport from the US to Europe. It has a 3¢ Third Issue note (Fr. 1226) 
and a 10¢ First Issue note (Fr. 1242) in the lower left corner. It also has four US stamps on the face and three Irish stamps on the back. There are 17 circu- 
lar cancels on the back between August 5-18, 1939. While the notes are not of the same period as the envelope, it is historically significant in many ways, 


especially the provenance to President Roosevelt. This item is not graded.

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20044 Bellefonte, AL- “Greyson & Powers” 10¢ Mar. 2, 1862 Rosene- 
UNL PMG Very Fine 25. 

This issuer has previously been identified as “Greyson & Powers” 
although your cataloger has not been able to confirm either name 
through census searches. The Power or Powers name is, however, some- 
what common in the area. Suffice it to say this was probably a grocery 
business as the note is payable in either groceries or currency when pre- 
sented in multiples of $2. Bellefonte, which was heavily damaged during 
the Civil War, today is a ghost town in Jackson County, AL. We have 
previously offered a 5¢ note on this issuer, with this being the only other 
note or denomination presently known from this northeastern Alabama 
business.

D.N. McClanahan and L.F. Elliott are listed in the 1860 census as a

By 1862, Elliott had apparently been elevated to at least a junior partner. 
This issuer is unlisted in Rosene and we have never offered anything from 
the firm in any of our previous auctions. With a nifty train vignette and 
no condition issues worth mentioning, this note should attract spirited 
bidding. Your cataloger believes the PMG mentioned stains are actually 
nothing more than mottling of the blue paper that was quite common for 
this era.

The town of Fabius and the issuer are not listed in the Rosene reference.

We could not 
find this issuer in the Schingoethe college currency reference, either. We 
will let our bidders decipher this riddle. We do know that this is one rare 
note as this is the only example that we have ever seen.

Our 
last offering on this bank was a PCGS VF 20 Apparent deuce from the 
Newman Collection that brought $822.50 in October 2015.

An amazing Iowa obsolete note discovery with this series offered at auction 
as an issued note for the first time we believe. Notes printed and issued by this 
historic (Jay Cooke was a partner) banking concern from Philadelphia are 
complex. In addition to its home office in Philadelphia, the bank had branch- 
es in Boston, New York, St. Louis, and in this case an additional office in 
Burlington, Iowa. As such, its broad appeal includes the collectors from Iowa 
and Missouri. The issuer was not in the Newman Collection sales sold by us. 
The only auction offering with this Wellstood imprint and obligation style 
we researched was a $1 Proof sold in the NASCA 1981 Vacca sale. That was 
payable at St. Louis. An exceedingly rare note in any form, proof or especially 
as a fully issued example like this. It has a penned endorsement and a perpen- 
dicular “Pay the Bearer” rubber stamping on the back. The 2016 Oakes revi- 
sion depicts only an uncut $1-$2-$3-$5 sheet and no Oakes numbers for each 
denomination. The $3 on the sheet shares the same design with the example 
in this lot. The multi-state appeal, excellent grade, and its immense rarity 
should certainly merit a solid four-figure price. Rare Iowa notes have been in 
great demand in the past several years and this is one of the most fascinating 
cataloged by us.

Excellent color is found on this sheet where each note has a maritime 
vignette at top center and at lower left the portrait has been identified as 
Louisiana Governor Andre Bienvenu Roman. He served two terms from 
1831-35 and 1839-43.

The Eastern Shore Railroad was incorporated in March, 1836 and was 
to run just over 118 miles from near Elkton to Tangier Sound. Work on 
the rail line was snarled by legal battles and other problems and the line 
was eventually abandoned and wound up in 1840, a victim of the Panic 
of 1837. The project was resurrected years later in 1860 but again failed 
by 1879 when the line was taken over by another railroad. We are offer- 
ing three notes tonight, all of which are very rare; listed in Shank as R-7 
rarities. All three denominations are done by Richard G. Harrison with 
the design for each being essentially identical to the others. Washington 
appears on both ends and a rather detailed view of an early passenger 
train is the focal point of the design.

Company Archive sale for $6,600. This and the following two examples were 
once part of the esteemed D.C. Wismer collection as the two side hinges 
observed on the blank backs attest. Together with its following two com- 
panions, they form a colorful suite. Issued notes from the bank are virtually 
unheard of. This B position proof has only some minor handling observed 
from the back and the noted previously mounted by PMG referring to the 
“Wismer” stamp hinges. Stupendous looking and extremely rare proofs such 
as this have become great values compared to their lofty heights in auctions 
six or seven years ago.

The 
lot description in the ABN sale catalog referred to this tint as one of finest 
in the sale and we concur with that. We believe there only three examples 
known with this its first auction offering to our knowledge. Only some petty 
handling observed from the blank back with the mentioned stamp hinges 
attesting its status as a D.C. Wismer pedigree proof interfere with its Gem 
appearance.

The most colorful and rarest proof sheets from the American 
Bank Note Company Archives were sought and fought over in the 1990 
sale. The sheet with this (and the prior two denominations) fetching $6,600 
in September, 1990 attests to that. The highest denomination listed in the 
Haxby and Wait references on this rare bank. The deep red tint and addi- 
tional orange underprint covers the entire face of this Proof. Outlined central 
vignette and arched TWENTY protector in the tint add to the contrast and 
immense beauty. Handling on corners seen from the blank back and noted as 
previously mounted with two stamp hinges. Those hinges the tell-tale sign.

Inadvertently, Haxby 
lists and prices $1 G12c remainder notes the same as often encountered $2 
(G26c) and $3 (G40c). We believe the $1 notes were likely printed on their 
own sheets (this is plate B) and might have been a short issue rapidly replaced 
by the Gl4a and Gl6a types. The only other example we have seen is the 
issued Haxby Plate note. This is a very pleasing example for the grade and has 
definitely earned its EPQ grade modifier.

The 157th was organized in Hamilton, NY in August,1862 and was mus- 
tered into three years service on September 19, 1862. It participated in the 
so-called “Mud March” of January, 1863, the Battle of Chancellorsville, 
and the Battle of Gettysburg. They also guarded the “Immortal 600” 
Confederate Officer prisoners at Fort Pulaski, Georgia who were held 
for the purpose of retaliation against mistreatment of Union prison- 
ers of war. The unit suffered 203 casualties, with 106 of these due to 
disease. The unit was mustered out of the service on July 10, 1865 at 
Charleston, SC. 


This remainder note has a vignette of cotton bolls and a red 5 protector. 
There are two POCs in the signature line (paper retained) and evidence 
of previous mounting in the back four corners. This note is the plate note 
in Keller’s sutler book (page 114). This is only the second note we have 
handled on this sutler, with the first being a much lower condition dam- 
aged 10¢ denomination.

This gorgeous Obsolete proof is also an important piece of American art his- 
tory. John James Audubon is held in grand esteem within the pantheon of 
American art and naturalism. The hundreds of folio engravings he created of 
American birds and wildlife are known worldwide. His first bird engraving 
though appeared on American obsolete currency and not on his famous large 
folio prints as once thought. Though the banknote engraving was referred to 
in Audubon’s diaries, the details for this great enigma in American art were 
not known until solved in 2010 with the publication of Eric P. Newman and 
Robert Peck’s article. In conjunction with primary sources and the evidence 
observed on engraved and printed notes, along with sample sheets from the 
Fairman, Draper, Underwood & Co. printers, the vignette was identified and 
was Clearly the work of Audubon. Other researchers, particularly William 
Dillistin, had attempted to unravel this riddle without success much ear- 
lier. We were privileged to catalog and sell Eric’s Audubon Grouse notes and 
sample sheets in his Part X Collection sale last November 2018. They were 
eagerly pursued by collectors recognizing their significance and great rarity. 


To our knowledge currently, only four issuers used this engraved Audubon 
Grouse vignette at the bottom center of their designs. Three are American 
and one is Canadian as published in a subsequent study by Bernhard Wilde 
in Paper Money magazine. In addition to the Bank of Norwalk, Ohio and the 
Bridgeport Bank, Connecticut (as in the Newman Collection), Wilde identi- 
fied the Bank of Montreal, Canada as using the vignette and the Long Island 
Bank, Brooklyn, New York. The latter was ascertained when the Alan York 
collection was sold by an estates’ auctioneer in the West Village of Manhattan 
a few years ago. The proof sheets originally cataloged and sold in 1990 by the 
ABNCo. were illustrated for the first time. Three Dollar denomination proofs 
on the sheets contained the Audubon Grouse and a sole, unlisted $20 Proof. 
That $20 was auctioned by Lyn Knight in 2017 for over $4,000.00 Willde’s 
article also published issued $3 notes from the Long Island Bank including a 
misidentified note (not G6 from the primary imprint, but a free bank issue) 
from Schingoethe Part 14. There was also an issued G40b in Stack’s 2009 
White Oak Sale which also was not identified as it was prior to publication of 
the article. 


A great rarity and of course, historically significant as a banknote and art 
treasure. There are approximately dozen proofs known with the Audubon 
Grouse vignette. This includes partial essays for the Bridgeport Bank (one 
selling in the Newman Part X sale for $4,800 with a right side vignette cut 
out).

This is worthy of eclipsing high estimate 
considering its condition, rarity (likely unique as a Proof), and panache.

Proof PCGS Gem New 66PPQ. 

The Importers and Traders Bank opened in 1855 and remained in busi- 
ness until it became the Importers and Traders National Bank of New 
York (Charter 1231) in 1865. This $50 proof, mounted on cardstock, 
sports two allegorical female figures floating in the clouds looking at a 
large brick red 50 protector panel. There are six of the usual small POCs 
in the signature lines.

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20087 New York, NY- Mechanics Bank (at New York) $2 18__ G162 
Proof PMG About Uncirculated 55. 

The first time for us to offer a note of any kind on this design on the 
Mechanics Bank. This black and white Proof is mounted on cardstock 
and the upper left corner has been expertly redrawn.

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20088 New York, NY- Oriental Bank $1 July 11, 1853 G2 Serial 
Number 1 PMG Extremely Fine 40 Net. 

A serial number 1 note on a bank we have never before offered. Every 
note listed in Haxby for the Oriental Bank, except for a single Proof 
number, is described as being SENC, “surviving example not confirmed.” 
This bank was in business from 1853-1908 and must have aggressively 
redeemed its issue in order to avoid the 10% federal tax that was imple- 
mented with the introduction of National Bank Notes in 1863. The bank 
was very successful in this endeavor making its notes major rarities for 
collectors. The piece in this lot is mounted on card and the corners have 
been torn and repaired.

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20089 New York, NY- Saint Nicholas Bank $1 May 10, 1862 G2b 
PCGS Fine 15. 

The bank opened in 1852 and remained in business until 1865 when it 
became the Saint Nicholas National Bank of New York (Charter 972). This 
note, whose central vignette shows the Saint Nicholas Hotel, is always 
extremely popular due to the Santa Claus vignette on the right end of the 
note. There are four POCs in the signatures as is almost always the case on 
examples of this note.

The Bank of Sing Sing was in operation from approximately 1853-60. In his book, Interesting Notes About Christmas, Roger H. Durand, from whose collection 
this always popular note comes, classifies this as a Type III Santa Claus vignette engraved by George D. Baldwin, one of the principals of Baldwin, Adams & Co. 
This note was once part of the ABNCo Archives holdings that were dispersed in 1990. There were four examples of this design with the large red lazy 2 protector 
spread over lots 1342-1345 as parts of uncut sheets. PCGS notes the usual small POC cancels in the signature lines as well as a tape repair of an edge tear at bot- 
tom right. Fortunately it appears that this was done with archival tape which should not cause future deterioration. Very Rare and seldom offered.

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20091 Waterford, NY- Saratoga County Bank $10 Jan. 1, 1844 UNL 
PMG Choice Fine 15. 

The first time for us to offer an example of this rare note. The third 
party label states that this design is not listed in Haxby. According to the 
back of this $10, it is “Countersigned & Registered / In the Comptrollers 
Office” with the serial number of the note “1226” penned above and a 
penned name of “P Keyser” below. We were unable to find a represen- 
tative of this note in the Society of Paper Money Collectors Obsolete 
Database at www.spmc.org. The Saratoga County Bank would go on to 
become the Saratoga County National Bank of Waterford with charter 
number 1229 in June 1865. Voluntary liquidation occurred in March 
1871. Track & Price lists only one National Bank Note for this institution. 
However, going back to that original catalogue description, that National 
is a counterfeit. Tonight’s Obsolete example is genuine and should ham- 
mer in the range of...

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20092 Elizabeth City, NC- Farmers Bank $50-$100 18_ 
Uncut Pair PMG Very Fine 20, Hole Cancelled. 

The first time for us to offer a multiple on the Farmers Bank in which 
the Haxby reference does not list any uncut sheets for the bank’s two 
offices. The $50 design is pictured in Haxby, but the $100 has only a word 
description. These two designs are not listed for the Elizabeth City par- 
ent bank. They are listed for the lone branch at Greensboro, but are not 
pictured and described as, “SENC, Surviving Example Not Confirmed.” 
Corner damage at lower left barely touches the frame line. 

Starting Bid: $2,000 
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20093 Raleigh, NC- State of North Carolina $5 Feb. 15, 1862 Cr. 85B 
PMG Very Fine 25. 

Printed by Jules Manouvrier of New Orleans, this $5 was fundable in six per- 
cent bonds. Printed on the back of pre-war bills of exchange, Shull estimates 
that the known population of surviving notes is between 5 and 15 examples. 
This note is evenly circulated with no meaningful condition issues of enough 
significance to even mention.

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20094 Rutherfordton, NC- Rutherford Gold Company 12 1/2¢ ND 
circa 1850s Remainder PCGS Very Fine 30. 

We have never before seen this issuer that was located in the area where 
one of the country’s first gold rushes took place. Many flocked to the area 
including watchmaker Christopher Bechtler, who established a private 
mint in 1830. The only other numismatic item that we can find on the 
Rutherford Gold Company was an 1856 stock certificate that realized 
$1,175 in 2017. The interesting vignette is a refining gold scene. Back label 
cites minor stains and pinholes and they are not distracting.

A second denomination on this issuer that we had not previously seen. 
The refining gold vignette is also found on this denomination. The gold- 
smith is operating a bellows to raise the heat output. Other goldsmith 
accoutrements stored on shelves line the wall in the background.

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20096 30th Regt. O.V., OH- E. Dole, Sutler $1 ND (ca. ) Keller 
OH-SD100 PMG Very Fine 20. 

The 30th regiment Ohio Volunteer Infantry was mustered into service for 
three years in Columbus, OH on August 28, 1861. It served in numerous 
engagements ranging from the Second Battle of Bull Run to the Battle of 
Bentonville in 1865. It was mustered out of service on August 13, 1865 in 
Little Rock, AR. In an unusual move, this sutler note which was origi- 
nally intended for use with the 12th Regiment, Ohio Volunteer Infantry 
was overwritten so that it could be used with the 30th Regiment, Ohio 
Volunteer Infantry. The 12th was mustered out of service in July, 1864 
and this note may have been left over and overwritten for use with the 
30th for the remainder of the war. This note appears to be the plate note 
from Keller (page 136). PMG notes some minor edge tears and nicks. We 
have not offered this note for use by the 30th Ohio in any of our previous 
auctions.

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20097 Cincinnati, (OH)- Sutler (A. Hirsch) of the Forty-seventh 
Regiment O.V.I United States Army 25¢ Oct. 9, 1862 Keller OH-SF025 
Remainder PMG Choice About Unc 58 EPQ. 

Sutler Hirsch was attached to this regiment of Ohio Volunteer Infantry. 
This regiment was mustered in on August 13, 1861. They fought at 
Vicksburg where 14 soldiers in the 47th earned the Medal of Honor. 
They also served in the Chattanooga Campaign, the Atlanta Campaign, 
the March to the Sea, and the Carolinas Campaign. Then it was on to 
Richmond and Washington, DC for the Grand Review of the Armies 
on May 24, 1865. Next, the 47th was stationed in Little Rock. They were 
mustered out there on August 11, 1865. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20098 Cleveland, (OH)- Treasurer of The Cleveland Mutual 
Protection Satire Scrip 25¢ Dec. 5, 1837 Wolka UNL PMG Very Fine 20. 
This anti-Kirtland satire scrip was issued due to local anti-Mormon sen- 
timent. This is the first example that we have been able to offer and we 
know of only one other example. The last time that piece was auctioned 
was in 2008. The face of our offering reads, “The Cleveland Mutual 
Protection and Anti=sewing=up Rats Asses Society will pay to L. Bigelow 
or bearer, 25 Cents, in Skins, or Kirt-land Money, at our office.” Yes, 
you read that correctly and “asses” is even spelled with a double “s.” The 
vignette is of a man and his mule (or ass). The target of this satire Agee is 
the issuance of the Mormon’s Kirtland Safety Society Bank notes, which 
took place from January to July 1837, even though the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints was denied a charter by the Ohio legislature. 
This caused banks to refuse any Kirtland notes that were presented to 
them. Newspapers wrote about this situation and the bank closed its 
doors in November 1837, but the bank had effectively been out of business 
for months. The satire note in this lot would have been enjoyed by people 
who had been stuck with worthless Kirtland notes. The ends are missing 
from this example, but at left, “Real Estate Pledged” still remains and at 
right, there is, “Capital Stock Twenty Traps.” The “Twenty Traps” remark 
is believed to be a “wildcat” reference. This satire note was certainly a jab 
at the bank’s insufficient backing and the Mormons continued on their 
migration westward.

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20099 Kirtland, OH- Kirtland Safety Society Bank $5 Feb. 10, 1837 
G8 Rust 7 Wolka 1424-10 PMG About Uncirculated 53. 

This is quite likely the most avidly collected of any issuer of Obsolete 
currency due to its connection to the early Mormon Church. The bank 
was organized by Joseph Smith and other church elders in late 1836, and 
currency plates were prepared almost immediately for the bank’s notes. 
Despite the bank’s charter being rejected by Ohio banking authorities, 
notes were issued starting in January 1837, with the insertion of the words 
“anti-bank” into the title. Shortly thereafter, that ruse was abandoned, 
and these “regular” notes began to flow out of the bank. By May 1837, the 
bank was refusing to redeem its notes for specie, causing the issue to be 
severely discounted. By June 1837 Smith severed his association with the 
bank. The bank ultimately failed in November 1837. Eventually Smith 
and Sidney Rigdon were each fined $1,000 for their unauthorized bank- 
ing venture. This attractive piece bears the scribe signatures of J(oseph) 
Smith Jr. and S(idney) Rigdon. The note was previously mounted, but any 
evidence of that action is hard to see through the third party holder. 
Starting Bid: $875 
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20100 Kirtland, OH- Kirtland Safety Society Bank $10 Mar. 1, 1837 
G10 Rust 8 Wolka 1424-12 PMG Choice About Unc 58. 

A trace of handling, that now cannot be seen through the third party 
holder, earned this handsome $10 its PMG 58 grade. However, emboss- 
ing remains strong on the back of this uniface note. It was previously 
mounted, but any signs are also hard to ascertain through the PMG 
holder. Overall, it is a very nice representative with the scribe signatures 
of J(oseph) Smith Jr. and S(idney) Rigdon. The scribe for Mr. Rigdon on 
this note is different than the scribe that signed the $5 on this issuer that 
is also being offered in this auction session. 

Starting Bid: $1,000 
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20101 Baker’s Brigade, (PA)- Charles Gallagher, Sutler 10¢ ND (ca. 
1861-1864) Schenkman PA-71b-10CB Very Fine. 

This small blue cardboard sutler chit was issued by Charles Gallagher 
who is listed as the sutler for Baker’s Brigade / 71st Pennsylvania Regt. 
/ Ist California Regt. in Keller and the 71st Pennsylvania Regt in 
Schenkman. This military unit had an interesting history and was known 
variously as the 1st California and 71st Pennsylvania Infantry Regiment. 
It was part of Baker’s Brigade. Organized in 1861 by Oregon Senator 
Edward Baker, the unit’s original designation as the Ist California was 
so chosen because a group of Californians had asked Baker to raise a 
brigade in their name because they were so far removed from the war. 
By October, 1861 Baker’s Brigade had grown to four units, the Ist, 2nd, 
3rd, and 5th California Infantry Regiments. Baker was killed during the 
battle of Ball’s Bluff on October 21, 1861. Following his death, the units 
were eventually retitled more conventionally as Pennsylvania Infantry 
Regiments, with the Ist California being renamed the 71st Pennsylvania 
Infantry Regiment. The regiment fought in numerous battles until Cold 
Harbor in June, 1864 when the unit was disbanded and merged into the 
69th Pennsylvania. The unit suffered very high casualty rates (49 officers 
and 1,211 enlisted men). Of the 1655 men who served in the unit only 153 
returned uninjured. 


The chit is completely intact with several light creases and light wear 
around the margins. There is a spot on the back. A very rare and historic 
piece.

Baseball advertising notes like this one were printed for a few years in 
the 1880s and 1890s. At least a couple of different teams were used. Also, 
a local merchant, who purchased the host notes, would be added to the 
notes. The green seal on the face tells us that this piece has the portraits 
of the members of the Chicago Base Ball Club, which at this time, was the 
Chicago White Stockings, who later became the Chicago Cubs. Manager 
Cap Anson's portrait is at 12 o'clock on the back. This is the third highest 
graded note of this baseball type that we have auctioned. The repaired 
edge split mentioned on the third party label is small and confined to the 
bottom margin.

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20103 Lock Haven, PA- Lock Haven Bank $2 May 1, 1862 G4a Hoober 
204-3 PMG Fine 12. 

Only the third note we have auctioned on this bank, just the second 
issued note to come our way with the last being in August 2002, and the 
very first of this denomination. The vignette has a militiaman handing a 
rifle to a woman who is already loading another rifle for his use.

PMG Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ, 5 POC. 

A bank that we have previously offered only two notes on, a Proof and 
an issued note. The delightful Proof mounted on cardstock in this lot 
exhibits dark inks and not a hint of handling. “Octoraro” is the name of a 
nearby creek. This bank became the National Bank of Oxford with char- 
ter number 728 on January 19, 1865. 


Starting Bid: $1,000 
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20105 Philadelphia, PA- Bank of Penn Township $1 June 1, 1861 G50a 
Hoober 305-112 PMG Very Fine 30. 

A colorful and problem free $1 for the grade that has a portrait of George 
Washington and a vignette of his tomb at Mount Vernon. The center 
vignette is of The Young Students. This ace was printed by the National 
Bank Note Company and the design of the large green underprint can 
also be found in red ink on Fr. 202a, a federal $50 Interest Bearing Note 
of 1861. This bank would go on to become the Penn National Bank of 
Philadelphia, charter number 540.

20106 Philadelphia, PA- Bank of the United States (3rd) $500 Sep. 1, 
1840 Haxby Unlisted PCGS Very Fine 30. 

This note was issued when the Bank of the United States was operating 
under a state charter granted by Pennsylvania. The Bank of the United 
States headquarters in Philadelphia is flanked by the portraits of six 
famous Americans. A red stamp on the left indicates a dividend payment 
made in 1850, nine years after the bank closed. It is a bright, mid-grade 
example with just some minor ink stains.

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20107 Philadelphia, PA- Bank of the United States $1,000 June 21, 
1840 UNL PCGS Very Fine 25. 

An unlisted note in the Haxby reference as Haxby does not list this 
denomination with the, “J. Cowperthwait, Cashr. For T. Dunlap, Prest.” 
clause. This note was printed with blue ink and remains an attractive 
example even with the pen black ink stains.

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20108 Pittsburgh, PA- Exchange Bank of Pittsburgh $1 May 1, 1861 
G2a Hoober 312-53 PMG Very Fine 25. 

A bank we seldom have in our auctions with our last offering being over 
three years ago. This is also the first time that we are able to offer a $1 
on this elusive bank. We have auctioned a total of five examples of all 
denominations previously on the Exchange Bank. Two of the notes were 
Proofs and two more were counterfeits. The fifth note was an issued $5 
that graded PCGS Apparent Fine 12 and it realized $2,350 in September 
2013. Tonight’s example is stained, but it is a light moisture stain that is 
visible on the back. It is also an all-important issued note and we see it 
hammering within our estimate range, if not above.

A bank that has participated in our auctions only two times previously 
with those notes each being of the $1 denomination. This comment free 
holder $5 has bold penned signatures, a portrait of Henry Clay, and a 
vignette of a wheelwright, a farmer, and a woman on the farm.

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20110 Charleston, (SC)- Soldiers Way-Side Home $1 May 1, 1864 
Sheheen 845 PMG About Uncirculated 53 EPQ. 

A fully issued example in the highest grade for any denomination by a 
large margin that we have been able to auction. The signatures are dark 
and the paper is white. This issuer was actually a hospital and there were 
several “Waysides” across the South. This note was redeemable in sums of 
$10 at the Bank of Charleston during September 1864.

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20111 Carthage, TN- A.C.(?) Sanders 75¢ Oct. 25, 1862 PMG Fine 12. 
According to the Schafluetzel census, this is a unique example of this design 
which features a small steer at upper right and is the only denomination dated 
October 25, 1862. It serves as the illustration in the census. A number of can- 
didates for the issuer of this note with the surname Sanders have been identi- 
fied but the first two initials are subject to interpretation of handwriting. The 
repair that PMG mention appears to be a very subtly sealed internal body split 
just below the steer.

Issued from Nashville and payable at the Farmers and Mechanics Bank in 
Philadelphia, this $5 note was payable three days after date. According to the 
Schafluetzel census, this is a unique example and is the same note illustrated 
on his website. The $5 is completely intact and has very few minor distrac- 
tions that did not merit further comment from PMG.

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20113 Salt Lake City, UT- Bingham Canyon & Camp Floyd R.R. Co. 
Redeemable at Salt Lake City National Bank of Utah Post Note $1 Jan.

This is the nicest Rust 129 that we have offered with this example having 
ample margins all the way around and dark pen signatures of Secretary 
Wm. B. Welles and President C. W. Scofield. This elaborate design was 
printed by H. Seibert & Bros. in New York City. Gold and silver were 
found in Bingham Canyon in 1863 and the Bingham Canyon & Camp 
Floyd Rail Road Company completed its rail line in 1873. Shortly there- 
after, the focus shifted to mining high quality copper ore. Eventually, 
the ever-expanding open pit started to swallow the town and the last few 
remaining buildings were razed in 1972.

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20114 Fredericksburg, VA- Charles Barlosius 10¢ Feb.1, 1862 Jones 
PF50-07 PMG Choice Fine 15. 

Charles Barlosius came to the United States from Germany in 1852 and 
was engaged in the hotel business almost without interruption until his 
death in 1897. At the time this note was issued he was associated with the 
Alhambra House on Main Street in Fredericksburg. Jones estimated a 
surviving population of 5-9 notes. A clean note with no condition quali- 
fiers mentioned by PMG.

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20115 Jeffersonville, VA- Tazewell County 10¢ July 8, 1862 Jones 
CT02-02 PMG Very Good 10. 

Although the county issues are rather plain looking even by Virginia 
standards, the three denominations from this county in southwestern 
Virginia are rare, with Jones estimating a surviving population of 2-4 
examples. This seems to be borne out by the fact that we have not handled 
any denomination from this issuer in any of our previous auctions.

CT02-04 PMG Very Good 10. 

This is the second of three denominations offered from this very rare 
Virginia county issuer. Although plain looking, Jones indicates that this 
denomination is also an R-7 rarity, indicating a surviving population of 
2-4 notes. We have not offered this denomination in any of our previous 
auctions.

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20117 Jeffersonville, VA- Tazewell County 50¢ July 8, 1862 Jones 
CT02-06 PMG Fine 12. 

Like the two lower denominations, the 50¢ note is felt to be very rare, 
receiving an R-7 rarity (2-4 surviving examples). The three notes offered 
comprise a complete denomination set from the county, with none having 
ever been previously offered in one of our auctions. PMG notes staining 
on this example.

In all likelihood, Whitten was associated with the St. Charles Hotel at 
which this note was payable.

Part of an enigmatic issue purported to be a special emission for the 
Winchester branch of the Farmers Bank of Virginia, this $6 lacks the 
quality of workmanship expected from any of the major bank note com- 
panies. Jones correctly surmises, in your cataloger’s opinion, that this 
whole issue was spurious. The good news is that this note had an R-7 
rating, meaning that Jones estimated a surviving population of 2-4 notes 
in 1992. Nothing has occurred in the intervening 27 years to change that 
assessment. This is the first time that we have offered this design in one 
of our auctions. A great rarity in pleasing evenly circulated condition that 
will become a highlight of any collection which includes it.

We have not crossed paths with this bank in the past. Neither did Haxby, 
as he lists G2b as SENC, “Surviving Example Not Confirmed.” Here is the 
confirmation everybody has been waiting for. It is a pretty XF example 
with three vertical folds and ideal inks in green, black, and red for the 
serial number.

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20121 Fox Lake, WI - Bank of Fox Lake $5 July 1, 1857 WI-205 G8 Proof 
PCGS Superb Gem New 68PPQ. 

The attributes of this fine note are many. It is one of very few notes from 
10,000 plus graded for the Newman Collection to achieve the Superb Gem 
New 68PPQ scale. It is a great rarity as well. There are Bank of Fox Lake 
proofs known from the 1855 series, but this is the rarest series from the 
bank and is not pictured in the Krause Wisconsin book. The only other 
proof sheet (printed on a $2-$5 sheet configuration by the slightly different 
imprint, Wellstood, Hay & Whiting, New York) with the July 1, 1857 date is 
remanded into the Wisconsin Historical Society and not available to collec- 
tors. Therefore, this $5 is unique in private hands. Group of farm animals is 
at the upper left. To the right is an oval portrait of a young woman. The base 
vignette shows a wharf motif with an anchor and commercial goods. This is 
a Superb Gem, and the vignette layout is remarkable. Noted as “Hole Punch 
Cancelled” as made. This was one of the most important black and white 
proofs from the Newman Wisconsin Obsoletes sold. It was justifiably plated 
in the recently published Don C. Kelly Obsolete Currency reference. Ex: Eric 
P. Newman Collection where it realized $1,527.50 in the November 2015 Part 
VII sale. That realization appears to be a bargain considering how desirable 
its rarity and grade are; conservatively estimated in our view.

A stunning color proof from the former sheets found in the Newman 
Collection and first sold by us after decades residing in that illustrious 
cabinet. This extremely rare bank authorized only $5 and $10 notes from 
Hillsdale. An India paper proof engraved and printed by Danforth, Wright 
& Co. with deep, full red color tint across the note. The lighter red lace tint 
across the note outlines two perpendicular script FIVE protectors flank- 
ing the vignette.

20272 Geyser, MT - $10-$10-$10-$20 1902 Plain Back Fr. 632/658 The First NB Ch. # (W)10952 Uncut Sheet PMG About Uncirculated 53 EPQ. 

A very scarce item which is one of only five large size uncut sheets known from Montana, four of which are from this bank but this is the first to ever appear in 
one of our auctions. The notes on this sheet bear one of the great town names in Nationals, and it is a rare item as well, coming from a bank with only $470 in 
large notes outstanding at its demise in 1935. There is a fold between the second and third notes and some light handling but, otherwise, this is a bright and fresh 
sheet with great color and dark pen signatures. If rarity, beauty, and desirability are any guide, look for bidding to easily reach or exceed...

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20273 Libby, MT - $20 1902 Plain Back Fr. 652 The First NB Ch. # 
9594 PMG Very Fine 25. 

Large notes only from this just plain scarce bank, with this the only issu- 
ing institution in this small Lincoln County community. Track & Price 
reports a mere three offerings from this bank since 1999. PMG notes a 
minor repair, which, if it is present, cannot be discerned through the 
holder. 

Starting Bid: $1,000 
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20274 Craig, NE - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 626 The First NB Ch. # 9591 
PMG Very Fine 20. 

One of only four large size reported from this small Burt County location 
of only about 200 people and just the second example of that quartet to 
ever appear at public sale, according to Track & Price. This piece retains 
solid paper for the grade with a number written in ink on the face and 
some staining on the back.

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20275 Fairbury, NE - $10 1902 Date Back Fr. 621 The Farmers & 
Merchants NB Ch. # (W)10340 PMG Choice Extremely Fine 45. 

A most attractive note from this scarce, large only Fairbury bank that 
only operated from 1913 to 1924. It is the finest of less than a dozen pieces 
in the census and is also making its inaugural auction appearance. The 
circulation is light on this pretty, well embossed $10 that features vibrant 
color and attractive signatures, one written and one stamped.

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20276 Gothenburg, NE - $20 1902 Date Back Fr. 642 The Gothenburg NB 
Ch. # (W)6282 PMG Very Fine 30. 

A most attractive note from this excessively rare Dawson County bank that 
was only in business from 1902 until its liquidation in 1915. It is one of just 
two pieces reported and easily the finer of the pair. Last on the market in 
our May 1993 auction, it is the only one of the two known notes to have ever 
appeared at public sale, according to Track & Price. Displaying just light, 
even wear, this pretty Date Back features a vibrant blue overprint, dark pen 
signatures, and traces of embossing. In short, it is a real winner of a Nebraska 
national.

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20277 Gresham, NE - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 625 The First NB Ch. # 
8172 PMG Very Fine 25 EPQ. 

One of only six large size reported from this York County issuer and a 
note that made its last auction appearance in 2001. It is a bright, mid- 
grade specimen with pleasing color and retains original surfaces. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20278 Stuart, NE - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 624 The First NB Ch. # 
6947 PMG Very Fine 30. 

This is just the fifth large size to be reported from this tough Holt County 
bank and only the second example to be publicly offered in almost 20 
years. It is an appealing note that exhibits bright paper, even wear, and 
bold stamped signatures. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20279 Sutton, NE - $20 1902 Red Seal Fr. 639 The First NB Ch. # 
(W)3240 PMG Choice Fine 15. 

This short-lived bank issued Brown Backs, Red Seals, and 1902 Date 
Backs only before closing in November of 1913, a mere two months 
before its competitor, the Sutton National Bank, shuttered its operation 
in January of 1914. Just four notes are known from this institution, with 
this the only Red Seal, which is making its first ever public appearance. 
Retaining its bold red overprint and a dark president’s signature, it main- 
tains an attractive appearance with just some corner repairs.

20280 Wisner, NE - $100 1902 Plain Back Fr. 700 The First NB Ch. # 
4029 PMG Very Fine 30. 

A very rare high denomination note from this Cuming County bank that 
is the sole $100 Plain Back reported. It is also a piece that made its last 
auction appearance at the Memphis Paper Money Show back in 1990. 
Excellent color and traces of embossing are found on this moderately cir- 
culated example that just has some traces of light wallet staining.

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Eureka, NV - $5 1929 Ty. 1 The Farmers & Merchants NB Ch. # 11784 PCGS Choice About New 58. 


A simply wonderful serial number 1 example from this small, isolated mining community that is from the last of sixteen note issuers chartered within the Silver 
State. Since this bank only issued small size, it is truly from the first sheet of $5 notes released by the bank. It is a lovely piece that features bright white paper, bold 
ink colors, and no real evidence of circulation within its PCGS holder. It would be a great acquisition for the collector seeking to put together the ultimate state 


set of small size nationals. 
Starting Bid: $15,000 
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20282 Reno, NV - $5 1902 Plain Back Fr. 606 The Reno NB Ch. # 8424 
PMG Very Fine 30. 

A tougher denomination from this sought after bank, with this only the 
second large size $5 we have offered in a dozen years. It is a bright, well 
inked note with just even wear. 

Starting Bid: $875 
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20283 Claremont, NH - $5 1882 Brown Back Fr. 472 The Peoples NB 
Ch. # (N)4793 PMG Very Fine 20. 

While small size examples turn up occasionally on this scarce Sullivan 
County bank, this is is the first Second Charter note from here to ever 
grace one of our auctions. It exhibits good remaining color with just a 
minor tear mentioned by the grading service.

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20284 East Jaffrey, NH - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 624 The Monadnock 
NB Ch. # 1242 PMG Very Fine 20. 

A moderately circulated and solid Series 1902 example from East Jaffrey’s 
sole issuing bank. While a dozen or so pieces are recorded in the census, 
this is the only large size from this charter to have crossed the auction 
block since 2005.

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20285 Exeter, NH - $1 Original Fr. 380 The National Granite State Bank 
Ch. # 1147 PCGS Apparent Very Fine 30. 

A very rare New Hampshire note from a bank which issued First Charters 
and Brown Backs only before the receiver closed it down during the Panic of 
1893. Track & Price lists only two offerings since 1990, with none during the 
past fourteen years. PCGS notes a litany of small problems, including some 
edge splits, minor stains and a minuscule spot of ink erosion at the cashier’s 
signature, but the note has retained great color and excellent eye appeal. The 
last appearance of any note from this bank saw a similarly graded ace fetch 
over $7,000 back in 2005. We will be conservative in our estimate at... 
Starting Bid: $2,500 
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20286 Alpha, NJ - $5 1902 Plain Back Fr. 609 The Alpha NB Ch. # 
12823 PMG Very Fine 25. 

A rare Warren County bank that issued only $5s in both sizes. It opened 
in 1925 and closed in 1933 leaving a mere large size outstanding of $665. 
The moderately circulated note in this lot is one of only five large report- 
ed and is an evenly circulated and problem free example. A perusal of 
auction records in Track & Price discloses previous realizations crossing 
the $6,000 mark. 

Starting Bid: $1,500 
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20287 Bridgeton, NJ - $5 1902 Red Seal Fr. 587 The Cumberland NB 
Ch. # (E)1346 PCGS Gem New 66PPQ. 

A very near perfect example from a bank whose officers held back a small 
hoard of uncirculated $5 Red Seals to the delight of today’s collectors. 
Our offering tonight is enhanced by absolutely pristine paper surfaces, 
dark pen signatures, and centering which is oh so close to the Superb 
Gem standard. The embossing is unusually deep and easily seen through 
the PCGS holder, attesting to the unmolested originality of this beautiful 
note. 

Starting Bid: $1,250 
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20288 Burlington, NJ - $5 1902 Red Seal Fr. 587 The Mechanics NB 
Ch. # (E)1222 PMG Choice Uncirculated 63. 

This is a common enough south Jersey bank, but Red Seal notes are 
another matter entirely, with this example one of only a half dozen 
reported and only the second to cross the auction block in almost ten 
years. It is a bright, well embossed note with nice margins and the dark 
pen signature of the bank’s President. PMG had made a comment about 
ink lightening but nothing is readily apparent on this pretty note. 

Starting Bid: $1,500 
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20289 Mount Holly, NJ - $20 1882 Brown Back Fr. 501 The Union NB 
Ch. # (E)2343 PMG Very Fine 25. 

While readily available in small size, this Burlington County bank is 
downright scarce in large with only a dozen examples known across two 
titles. This offering is just the second $20 Brown Back to be reported and 
is easily the finer of the pair. It is a well margined note with nice color and 
dark pen signatures. Some minor rust stains in the top margin have been 
noted by the PMG but they are small and do not detract at all.

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20290 Newton, NJ - $10 1902 Red Seal Fr. 613 The Sussex NB Ch. # 
(E)925 PMG Very Fine 20. 

Only the third Red Seal on this bank to be enumerated and the first 
offering at auction since 2010. The earlier example was a raw VF $10 Red 
Seal that realized $7,475. Dark printed signatures are of family members 
Cashier L.M. Morford and President Theo. Morford on this evenly circu- 
lated $10 in a comment free third party holder. 

Starting Bid: $1,750 
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20291 Paterson, NJ - $5 1902 Plain Back Fr. 609 Labor Co-operative 
NB Ch. # 12560 PMG Very Fine 30. 

An excessively rare union affiliated bank, one of a number of labor banks 
formed predominantly by transportation unions in the mid to late 1920's. 
Often thinly capitalized and lenders to marginal enterprises, they were 
decimated by the Depression. That was also the case here as this Paterson 
bank opened in 1924 and closed in March of 1935. The census stands at 
a mere five pieces, only one of which has ever crossed the public auction 
block. This offering is one of those five and is the first specimen that we 
have ever handled from this charter. It is an evenly circulated and solid 
note whose only flaw, save honest wear, is an insignificant rust speck. 
Starting Bid: $1,500 
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20292 Secaucus, NJ - $5 1902 Plain Back Fr. 600 The First NB Ch. # 
9380 PCGS Apparent Very Good 8. 

One of only five large size reported from this very scarce Sussex County 
bank, the sole issuer in town, that was closed by the receiver in 1934 and 
the first large note to be publicly offered since 2010. Although, according 
to PCGS, the note has been washed and the signatures redrawn, this piece 
retains a decent appearance for its assigned grade. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20293 Vineland, NJ - $5 1902 Plain Back Fr. 598 The Vineland NB Ch. 
#2918 PMG Very Fine 30. 

An attractive note from a very tough New Jersey community from which 
to locate a National Bank Note. This south Jersey town had two note 
issuers - one that quickly disappeared during the First Charter Period 
and this bank which released large size only with ten survivors currently 
reported. This example is a welcome new addition and it is a crisp mid- 
grade example with solid paper and nice color. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20294 Portales, NM - $10 1902 Date Back Fr. 620 The First NB Ch. # 
(W)6187 PMG Very Fine 25. 

Small size examples from here are not terribly scarce, but large notes from 
this one bank community are extremely hard to obtain, with the census 
standing at just one Territorial and eight state issue specimens. This is the 
first one we have been able to offer in almost ten years and it is a moder- 
ately circulated $10 with nice color and just a few edge tears.

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20295 Atlanta, NY - $5 1929 Ty. 1 The Atlanta NB Ch. # 12071 PMG 
About Uncirculated 55 EPQ. 

A nicely margined and well embossed example bearing serial number 
D000001A from this scarce Steuben County bank which also carries one of 
the popular “misplaced town names.” This was the sole issuer in this hamlet 
of just 200 people.

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20296 Aurora, NY - $5 1882 Brown Back Fr. 466 The First NB Ch. # 
412 PMG Fine 12. 

A great bank title layout adorns this $5 Brown Back from a scarce Cayuga 
County bank. It is one of just two such pieces in the census and was once 
part of the Bill Sabis collection that we sold in May of 2003.

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20297 Brockport, NY - $20 1929 Ty. 1 The First NB Ch. # 382 PMG 
Choice Uncirculated 64. 

An attractive serial number 1 note from this Western New York bank that is 
from a sheet that was cut decades ago. This “C” position note is bright, well 
inked, and on the cusp of the full Gem grade. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20298 Brooklyn, NY - $5 1882 Brown Back Fr. 467 The Sprague NB 
Ch. # 2976 PMG Very Fine 20. 

Brown Backs and Red Seals only from this better Brooklyn bank, with 
offerings of any kind few and far between. This $5 Brown Back is one 
of four in the census (of a total of ten notes) and is signed as president 
by W.T. Sprague. It is a bright and well inked piece with even wear and 
plenty of eye appeal. 

Starting Bid: $875 
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20299 Buffalo, NY - $100 1902 Plain Back Fr. 706 The Manufacturers 
& Traders NB Ch. # (E)6186 PMG Extremely Fine 40. 

A nice example for type with this lovely note one of only three examples 
of this type and denomination reported for this large size only Buffalo 
bank that was the predecessor to the M & T regional banking empire of 
today. Last on the market in a 1990 auction, bright paper and excellent 
color are the traits of this pretty $100 that exhibits minimal evidence of 
circulation.

Canandaigua NB Ch. # 3817 PMG Very Fine 30. 

A wonderful new addition to the census of this scarce and always in demand 
Ontario County bank. It is just the tenth large size to be reported from this 
charter and only the second Brown Back of any denomination. It is also the 
first large size of any type to grace one of our auctions. Fortunately, it is as 
pretty as it is rare with light, even wear, vibrant color, and bold pen signa- 
tures. With even average circulated small size bringing four-figure prices 
from this always in demand institution, our estimate of this appealing note 
may well prove very conservative.

A bright and original example from this scarce Ontario County issuer 
whose auction appearances always generate plenty of bidding interest.

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20302 Champlain, NY - $10 1929 Ty. 1 The First NB Ch. # 316 PMG 
Choice Uncirculated 63. 

An appealing serial number 1 example from the only bank to issue in this 
far northern New York community adjacent to the Canadian border. It is a 
bright, well embossed piece that just has a very small stain in its left margin 
which has been lightened.

PMG Choice Very Fine 35. 

A most attractive example of this scarce early type from this far western 
New York bank that is one of only three 1875 $10 reported and easily the 
finest of the trio. Long listed in the census as a CU note, it has the initial 
appearance of a much higher grade and, only upon close examination, 
can some very light folds be found along with a minor trace of a previous 
mounting on the back. Nonetheless, the note appears as bright and fresh 
as the day it was printed and the pen signatures look like they were writ- 
ten this morning. The Merchants National sustained a long and prosper- 
ous existence until it merged with M & T Bank of Buffalo in 1946.

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20304 Ellenville, NY - $10 1902 Date Back Fr. 616 The First NB Ch. # 
(E)45 PMG Very Fine 25. 

This is one of the tougher “First Hundred” charters to find, and comes 
from a bank which issued large notes only. Only a dozen or so notes are 
reported with this new to the census offering a crisp mid-grade Date 
Back with sharp ink colors and the bold pen signature of female assistant 
cashier, Anna B. Hoornbeck. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20305 Fleischmanns, NY - 
PCGS Very Fine 25. 

A very scarce Delaware County bank that always bring strong prices for 
its issued small size notes. Its popularity remains the same under both 
names, whether its first town name, Griffins Corners, or its second, 
Fleischmanns. Only eight 1929 Series notes are reported from this bank 
with this piece being the only Type Two $5 in the census. It is a crisp, 
moderately circulated note with traces of original embossing. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20306 Florida, NY - $10 1929 Ty. 1 The Florida NB Ch. # 9956 PMG 
Very Fine 20. 

A very scarce note from this seldom seen Orange County bank that 
closed its doors in 1933, it is only the eighth small size to be reported and 
just the second example to cross the auction block since 2010. In that last 
offering in our 2017 Long Beach auction, a PMG Very Fine 30 graded 
example realized $5,040. Considering the strong demand for notes from 
this popular “two state” named community, this evenly circulated $10, 
which just has a partial teller stamp on the back, could approach that 
level. 

Starting Bid: $2,000 
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20307 Franklin Square, NY - $5 1929 Ty. 2 The Franklin Square NB 
Ch. # 12997 PMG Very Fine 25. 

A very tough note from a Nassau County bank that, although it opened in 
1926, chose to issue only small size Type 2 notes. This is one of only nine 
pieces reported and is a note that we last handled in our September 1996 
auction. It is a pleasing, well margined $5 that just has an insignificant 
edge tear. This is a note that is certain to be of great interest to the many 
collectors of the Long Island area. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20308 Gasport, NY - $20 1929 Ty. 1 The First NB Ch. # 10623 PMG Very Fine 30. 

A very rare note that hails from an obscure Niagara County bank that failed during the Great Depression. To date, just one large and six small size com- 
prise the entire census from this one bank town. More importantly, just two of the reported 1929 Series notes have ever crossed the public auction block. 
Tonight's offering is one of those two pieces and it made its last public appearance in our 2004 FUN auction. It is a bright mid-grade specimen with nary 
a problem save honest wear.

Rare and Beautiful $20 Series 1875 from Greenwich, New York 
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20309 Greenwich, NY - $20 1875 Fr. 434 The First NB Ch. # 2517 PCGS Choice New 63PPQ. 

A screamingly gorgeous $20 First Charter from a bank which has had only two appearances of any kind at public sale since 1999. This piece comes from a very 
small group of Series 1875 twenties which has long been absorbed by collectors, with Track & Price showing no offerings whatever from the group during the past 
two decades. This piece traces its pedigree to a 1997 CAA sale, where it was described as an original beautifully printed Gem...it’s that nice. With the last Newark, 
Ohio note (a true hoard note which is available in quantity) in this grade realizing $14,400 in our FUN sale, expect this piece to easily reach and perhaps well 
exceed... 

Starting Bid: $7,500 
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20310 Ithaca, NY - $5 Original Fr. 394 The First NB Ch. # 222 PMG 
Very Fine 20. 

A scarce early note that is one of only four $5 Originals enumerated in 
Track & Price. This low charter number bank survived the entire note 
issuing era. Nice color and penned signatures of Cashier H(enry) B. Lord 
and President D(ouglass) Boardman are observed. Its lower right corner 
tip is missing entirely outside of the frame lines. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20311 Jamestown, NY - $10-$10-$10-$20 1902 Plain Back Fr. 624/650 The 
First NB Ch. #548 Uncut Sheet PMG About Uncirculated 55. 

A pretty large size uncut sheet from this early-chartering Jamestown bank 
that is one of two sheets in the census and which is also an item that is mak- 
ing its first public appearance since our 1997 FUN auction. This bright sheet 
with workman’s fingerprints along the top edge has dark pen signatures and 
nice inks. There are faint folds between the first and second note and each 
note also has a faint fold. PMG mentions Small Tears which indeed they are. 
Starting Bid: $2,500 
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20312 Jamestown, NY - $5-$5-$5-$5 1902 Plain Back Fr. 601 American 
NB Ch. # 9748 Uncut Sheet PMG Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ. 

A lovely large size uncut sheet from this Jamestown bank that is one serial 
number away from a sheet we sold twelve years ago. It is a most attractive 
sheet with its flamboyant pen signatures, white paper, and dark inks. Both 
the top and bottom selvedge are retained and no evidence of any folds can be 
found. 

Starting Bid: $2,000 
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20313 Jamestown, NY - $10-$10-$10-$20 1902 Plain Back Fr. 624/650 The 
Liberty NB Ch. # 11360 Uncut Sheet PMG Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ. 

A gorgeous uncut sheet from this much scarcer Jamestown bank that is mak- 
ing its first public appearance since our 1999 FUN auction. The existence 
of several Jamestown uncut sheets in collectors’ hands is likely due to the 
efforts of T. James Clarke, a Jamestown businessman, who was president 
of the ANA in 1935-37 and a Director of the National Chautauqua County 
Bank in Jamestown. It is one of two sheets listed in the Track & Price census 
for this bank although the other sheet, which is just one serial number away, 
has never made a public appearance. This bank was one of only handful of 
to utilize the design which included both the city and state in its tombstone. 
Interestingly, the third note was clearly never signed, although the sheet is 
pristine and the signatures are totally absent. A lovely sheet fit for the finest of 
collections.

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20314 Jeffersonville, NY - $20 1929 Ty. 1 The First NB Ch. # 10456 
PMG Very Fine 25. 

An excessively rare note from the only bank to issue in this small Sullivan 
County community, it is one of just five small size reported and the first 
of that quintet to be publicly offered since 2007. This piece made its last 
appearance in our 2004 Long Beach auction and is a crisp, mid-grade 
note displaying problem free wear. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20315 La Fargeville, NY - $10 1929 Ty. 1 The First NB Ch. # 13365 PMG 
Very Fine 25. 

An excessively rare note that hails from a minuscule community located in 
remote Jefferson County, with this bank, the only National Bank chartered 
here, issuing only $36,000 worth of currency in six years. To date, just three 
pieces are known from here, including this example which made its last auc- 
tion appearance in 2010. It is an evenly circulated and problem free note that 
will provide an opportunity for one fortunate collector to add a new New 
York town to their holdings.

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20316 Mamaroneck, NY - $5 1929 Ty. 1 The First NB & TC Ch. # 5411 
PMG Very Fine 30. 

A truly rare Westchester County note that is one of only one of four small 
size reported from this charter, only two of which have ever appeared at 
public sale. This pleasing small size $5 once resided in the Frank Levitan 
collection of Westchester County Nationals and is now available for 
another collector to enjoy. With only two offerings in over 30 years, it 
may be some time before another 1929 Series note is available from this 
charter again.

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20318 Mariner Harbor, NY - $10 1929 Ty. 2 The Mariner Harbor NB 
Ch. # 8194 PMG Choice Very Fine 35 EPQ. 

Another appealing small size $10 from this tough Staten Island bank, this 
one of the Type 2 persuasion. It is a bright and original piece exhibiting 
just light, even wear. It is truly an old friend as it was once part of the 
Walter Dornfest collection of Staten Island notes that we sold in our inau- 
gural auction in November 1990. 

Starting Bid: $1,000 
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20319 Mechanicville, NY - $20 1929 Ty. 1 The Manufacturers NB Ch. # 
5037 PMG Very Fine 25. 

Somewhat available in large size but not in small as this tough Saratoga 
County bank has only three 1929 Series examples reported. Undoubtedly due 
to the fact that this bank, and its competitor in town the First National, failed 
within a month of each other in 1931, small size notes from Mechanicville 
have always been an onerous challenge for New York collectors. When 
tonight’s offering first crossed the auction block in our 1996 FUN auction, 
it was acquired by a Saratoga County collector who was obsessed with accu- 
mulating as many notes as possible from his home county. That collector 
departed this earthly realm several years ago and, since that time, the price 
pressure on Saratoga County notes has abated somewhat. Nevertheless, this 
evenly circulated and problem free $20 is still a very rare piece of paper and 
should realize in the range of...

Small notes are considerably scarcer than are large from this Westchester 
County bank, with this piece right up there with the nicest listed in the 
census.

It was then and remains today a sparsely populated hamlet of 400 in the Finger Lakes region of 
the state, busy in the summer and somnolent in the winter. For many years, the hamlet owed its economic survival to the nearby Seneca Army Depot, since 
closed, and now, many of its residents are employed by the local Five Points Correctional Facility, a New York State maximum security facility for men. 

This institution was the sole bank here to receive a charter, and it had a very limited issue consisting only of $5 Plain Backs and $5 1929 Type 1 ones. Only a rela- 
tive handful of sheets of each were issued, and, by the time the receiver arrived to lock the bank’s doors and turn out the lights in December of 1933, its total out- 
standing circulation was a mere $5,000. This is one of three small size known, and the first to cross the public auction block since we sold the Bill Sabis example 
in May of 2003, for over $8,000.

The Montgomery issue $1,000 was the only type of this denomination issued by the Confederacy, and was the highest denomination issued 
by the Southern government. The quantity was only 607, with this note issued on May 28, 1861. Soon thereafter, the Confederacy transferred 
its seat of government to Richmond, and most of the notes were redeemed. This was due to the fact that these notes were payable just twelve 
months after the issue date, and they accrued interest at 10 cents per day. This example, serial number 306, has a hammer cut cancel that was 
well repaired. The overall eye appeal of this majestic note is a treat with its nice color, bright paper, and neatly penned signatures. All four 


of the Montgomery issues can be considered classic rarities, and any Type 1 commands respect among both novice and seasoned collectors 
alike of Confederate currency.

The issuance of currency by the Confederate States of America was seen as an act of aggression by the Union. The Act of March 9th, 1861 
authorized the treasury to issue notes; preceding the shots fired at Fort Sumter in an era when paper currency was used primarily to underwrite 
militaries. Issued in Montgomery, four denominations were included in the first Confederate issue of paper currency, the $1000, $500, $100, 
and $50, totaling $1,000,000. 


Although authorized in early March, the first notes were not ready for circulation until April 8th, with the last notes released on July 23rd. 
This note bearing serial number 286 signed by Register Clitherall and Treasurer Elmore was released on June 18, 1861. Most “Montgomery” 
notes never circulated in regular trade channels and with the concentration of wealth in New Orleans and lack of significant wear, this note 
was likely used in very few and possibly large transactions. The paper remains bright and attractive with a few folds accounting for the grade. 
Pricing notes from the first Confederate issue is an art with collectors seeking eye appeal and overall originality. Exceptional notes such as this 
tend to perform quite well at auction.

One of the first four denominations that were printed by the National Bank Note Co. in New York City and actually left New York harbor 
for the Confederacy as federal agents were running down the dock attempting to confiscate the notes as enemy contraband. The notes were 
delivered to Montgomery and serial number 594 in this lot took a path that is much different than 96% of the other T2 pieces that had a 


total printing of just 607. The first Register of the Treasury was Alexander Clitherall and he served from February to July 1861. In July 1861, 


the Confederate government moved to Richmond. Clitherall decided to remain in Alabama. This opened the door for Acting Register of 
the Treasury C(harles) T. Jones. Before secession, Jones had been the chief clerk of the Register’s office in Washington, DC. He gathered up 
samples of all of the Treasury forms that he could and headed to Montgomery where he presented himself to the Confederate Treasury. He was 
made Acting Register and replaced Clitherall in his signing duties when the latter resigned. This produced two signature combinations for T2 
notes, while T1, T3, and T4 notes all have the one signature combination of Register Clitherall and Treasurer E(dward) C. Elmore. The highest 


serial number note signed by Clitherall was 583. Therefore, only the remaining two dozen examples were signed with the combination of C.T. 


Jones and E.C. Elmore. Of these 24 notes, Fricke states in his 2014 tome that only six are currently known in collections. The example in this 


lot has a dark signature of Jones and the added, “July 27.” This is the actual signing date. Minor restoration is mentioned on the back label, 


but it is indeed minor. Tonight's offering is a chance to add a very special Confederate note to one’s collection.

The additional printing, along with the 
initial 607, made a total of 1606 $100 Montgomery notes issued, and there is a greater percentage known from this second printing than the 
first. The interest bearing note paid “interest at one cent per day.” Like the others in the series, the National Bank Note Company engraving and 
color tinting work is superb. A bold rendering of a railroad station is under the arced title. To the left of the train, workmen are on the loading 
dock with barrels, sacks, and milk jugs. To the right of the train, passengers congregate on the platform. Columbia (partially altered from the 
similar “America” usage by the imprint), holding a crown of laurel leaves, is at the left. Both vignettes were used on several late-date Obsolete 
notes printed by the National Banknote Company. Intricate color frame, tint plate, counters, and devices appear. The usual signatures across, 
Alexander B. Clitherall as register and E.C. Elmore as treasurer. New Orleans back pen endorsement by Guirot that issued the note is dated 
“June 17, 1861,” and re-issuance with interest in New Orleans on July 11, 1861. There are approximately 190 $100 Montgomery notes known 
in all grades, ranging from well circulated to Choice New condition. This is a pleasing Montgomery and represents the series well. PMG has

Jackson / Cap(tain) CSA”. Jackson was appointed as a captain of infantry, Confederate States Army from the state of South Carolina on May 1, 
1861. He was transferred to Lynchburg on June 1, 1861. He was relieved on July 31, 1861 and ordered to report to General Ben McCulloch 
at Fort Smith, Arkansas. The end of the war saw him paroled at Gainesville, Alabama on May 13, 1865. PCGS has graded only one equal 
and one higher, while PMG has seen only two equal and none higher. Our close inspection finds a well printed note with dark inks, white 
paper, embossing of both serial numbers, and just a couple of faint counting crinkles. At our 2019 January FUN auction we sold a PMG 45 
for $19,800 bearing a similar endorsement.

$18,800 with buyer’s premium. New Orleans was an economic powerhouse for the Confederacy. It was by far the largest city in the fledgling 
nation with more than 160,000 residents according to the 1850 census. The location at the mouth of the Mississippi made it a primary point 
for exports of cotton and as such a prime target of the Union. Prior to its fall in 1862 to the Union and war-long occupation, New Orleans 
printer Jules Manouvrier was selected by Memminger to print $5 and $10 notes. They were the only notes of all the 1861 issues to feature a 
back design, these printed in light blue ink with CONFEDERATE STATES OF AMERICA at center and the roman numerals in the corners to 
denote the denomination. The easily recognized back of this example is bright and fully tinted as one would expect on a note as nice as this. 
No $10 notes are known as they were all destroyed after being compromised by a theft in Virginia that forced a destruction of the remaining 
stock.

Produced in sheets of 
eight, with half being T27 $10s and half being T35 $5s; all with Plate letter Ab. As Pierre Fricke notes: “This type is extremely rare in grades 
above Fine....” In 2014, Fricke’s census counted 79 surviving T27 Ab examples. Since then a few additional serial numbers have been added, 
including this note, no. 3589. PMG notes that this note has been hammer cancelled and has minor rust and restoration (which appear to 
be deftly sealed hammer cancels that are extremely difficult to detect through the holder). This note certainly faces up well and will be a 
welcomed addition to many Confederate collections.

Hoyer & Ludwig then went to work converting 
the plate by changing all of the text in the center part of the note; no small undertaking. The fact that the plate was probably quite worn may 
account for the very low number of impressions actually produced; 7,160 notes. This type has not fared well over the years due to the lower 
quality paper it was printed on originally, resulting in many notes having problems, damage, and repairs. This Indian Princess is a welcome 
exception as it is housed in a problem free holder. We last sold a restored example in this grade for $26,400 in January of last year. We suspect 
this note will perform much better here this evening.

A lovely example of the last signature combination for the Chiefs that possesses great color, margins, and deep, original embossing.

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Rare and Lovely Fr. 288 1880 $10 Silver 


21053 ‘Fr. 288 $10 1880 Silver Certificate PMG Choice Uncirculated 63. 
A beautiful, perfectly natural example of this scarce 1880 Silver Certificate type. Fr. 288 is also a less commonly seen number, with only 
about 80 pieces known, as compared to its type mate, Fr. 289, with about 205 examples enumerated. This is an unmolested note with a trio of 


minuscule pinholes proclaiming its originality, with good color, original surfaces, and lots of eye appeal. It is certain to please its next owner, 
as it has its present consignor, who has owned it for nearly a half century.

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Lovely PCGS Gem New 65PPQ $10 1880 Silver 
Tied with Two Others for Finest Known 


21054 ‘Fr. 289 $10 1880 Silver Certificate PCGS Gem New 65PPQ. 

A truly exceptional example of this much in demand type, as this piece is one of only three graded at this level by PCGS, with none higher. 
Only one of the three has ever been available to collectors at public sale, with that piece realizing $19,550 in late 2005 and $25,300 in 
2010. Any estimate for this beautifully embossed and screamingly original specimen is simply a guess since it has been almost ten years 
since the opportunity to obtain a Fr. 289 in this state of preservation has occurred, but we would not be at all surprised to see our somewhat 


conservative estimate surpassed in the first few seconds after the bidding commences.

21055 Fr. 290 $10 1880 Silver Certificate PMG Very Fine 25. 

By far the scarcest of the four signature combinations found on the 1880 $10 Silvers, and the only one bearing this design on the face. Fewer 
than fifty examples are known in all grades combined, with this piece listed in the census but unobtainable to collectors since our consignor 
obtained it in Bill Donlon’s second public auction sale in September of 1971. This note also served as the plate illustration in the Donlon large 
size catalogue as well. It is a well margined piece which is utterly flawless for the grade and in fact appears far nicer than its assigned grade 


in the holder.

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A Lovely Fr. 297 - The Rarest of the $10 Silvers 


21056 Fr. 297 $10 1886 Silver Certificate PMG Choice Very Fine 35. 

Fr. 297 is by a huge margin the rarest of the $10 Silver Silvers, with the census showing a mere 15 examples in all grades combined. This 
example is listed in that number, and called “uncirculated,” which shows the peril of relying on old census data for actual grades. While it 
is vividly inked and lovely in its holder, PMG has clearly noted the very lightest of folds in its grade, which actually is as conservative as the 
earlier grade was liberal. This piece bears an illustrious pedigree, having been part of Bill Donlon’s personal collection and sold in his personal 
collection sale of May, 1971, where our consignor obtained it as lot 218. Prior to that, Bill had obtained this note from William Philpott.

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Well Margined and Problem Free Black Back Twenty Dollar Silver 


21057 Fr. 309 $20 1880 Silver Certificate PCGS Very Fine 20. 


Just under 60 examples are known of this Friedberg number. This is the variety with the large round brown seal above the two lacy Roman 


tens. The stately portrait of naval hero Stephen Decatur graces the right end of the face. Black Back twenty dollar Silvers are hard to come by 
in respectable grades and this VF 20 in its comment free holder is a most impressive example.

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Tied for Finest Graded for All $20 Silver Certificates Combined 


21058 ‘Fr. 320 $20 1891 Silver Certificate PMG Superb Gem Unc 67 EPQ. 

The Superb 67 grade level and above should be reserved for the notes that are instantly identifiable as impeccable and certainly incredible, 
items that stand out amongst their peers. This note is the embodiment of that premise. Silver Certificate $20s were issued for the 1878, 1880, 
1886, and 1891 Series. It includes 18 different Friedberg numbers, delineating design, signature, and date changes. Three decades of printing 
and issuing millions of $20 Silver Certificates, and this is the best surviving example of any $20 Silver Certificate in our opinion. It is tied 
for finest known, with just one other Fr. 320 in the PMG census as 67 EPQ. Outside this pair, no other $20 Silver of any Friedberg number 
has received this grade from either PMG or PCGS. Its massive and perfect margins frame idyllic inks and bold colors front and back. Simply 
unimprovable as a type note, let alone for the number.

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Popular Early $50 Silver Certificate 


21059 ‘Fr. 328 $50 1880 Silver Certificate PMG Fine 12. 

One of only 26 examples listed in the Track & Price census, with this example in that listing but having no previous auction appearances. 
Seven of the 26 are impounded in government or institutional holdings. It is a note that is seldom available at any grade level and almost 
never in this state of preservation, having been graded as Fine 12 with no mention whatever of repairs, restorations, or defects of any kind. 
Unknown to most Americans, the silver-tongued Everett was the principal speaker at the dedication of the Gettysburg battlefield cemetery in 
1863. Everett was a professor of Greek at Harvard in his early twenties. He went on to serve as a Massachusetts Congressman and Senator, 
Governor of the state, U.S. ambassador and Secretary of State. He also was a vice presidential candidate in 1860 on the Constitutional Union 
ticket. His speech at Gettysburg lasted for over two hours, while Lincoln’s remarks which followed took only two minutes. We sold a Fine 
15 example in January of 2018 which had closed pinholes and was trimmed for $20,400. This evenly circulated and attractive for the grade 
major rarity could easily surpass that figure this evening.

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Rare and Attractive Fr. 329 $50 1880 Silver Certificate 


21060 Fr. 329 $50 1880 Silver Certificate PMG Very Fine 20. 

Only 29 examples of this $50 Red Seal Edward Everett Silver Certificate appear in the Track & Price Census, with this piece in the census but 
having no prior auction appearances. This piece is repair and restoration free, although PMG does note a couple of closed pinholes which 
affect absolutely nothing. It is a nicely printed piece with a sharp vignette of a gentleman who was quite possibly the 19th century’s greatest 
orator. Edward Everett was a man of many hats, having represented the state of Massachusetts in Washington as a United States Senator as well 
as being its governor and for a time president of Harvard University. A very nice example of a note that is difficult to acquire in any respectable 
grade, and likely to surpass the more than $20,000 we got for the repaired VF 25 example we sold last January.

A very scarce number with only about two dozen examples listed in the Track & Price census. That includes this specimen, which has been 


off the market since it was purchased by our consignor in Bill Donlon’s September, 1971 auction sale. Well margined and sharply printed, it 
is perfect for the grade and certain to delight its fortunate new owner.

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Tied for Finest at Both Services 


21062 Fr. 364 $5 1891 Treasury Note PCGS Superb Gem New 67PPQ. 


As nice a $5 Treasury Note as likely exists, as neither of the grading services have ever graded any higher than Superb Gem New 67PPQ or EPQ. 
Perfectly margined and brilliantly colored, this piece comes from a consecutive run which has long furnished collectors with high end uncirculated 


examples. The Myerson Collection example we sold in January realized $7,800, and this beautiful note is very bit its equal in all respects.

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Perfectly Original $10 Sheridan 


21063 Fr. 369 $10 1891 Treasury Note PMG Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ. 

A most attractive 1891 Treasury ten dollar with the serious visage of General Sheridan looking out to his right. Sheridan was one of the few 
high-profile Civil War generals who remained in the service for numerous years post-Civil War, rising to the highest rank in the army. He was 
also partially responsible for the creation of Yellowstone National Park. Friedberg 369 is the second scarcest of the four Friedberg numbers for 
this type. The margins are well balanced on this example and the centering of the back is equal to that of the face.

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One of Only Two Examples to Reach this 68 Level and the Only One at PCGS 


21064 Fr. 717 $1 1918 Federal Reserve Bank Note PCGS Superb Gem New 68PPQ. 

Over 1,000 examples of this number are known, with exactly two having reached this 68PPQ level, one at each of the two services. The PMG 
example has yet to auction. This PCGS piece has auctioned once, eight years ago. At that time, it realized $5,750. While the market has not 
really advanced, the fact that no additional pieces have reached this level since that time adds considerably to the value in our opinion.

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Newly Reported Fr. 729 Star - Sole Uncirculated Example Known 


21065 Fr. 729% $1 1918 Federal Reserve Bank Note PMG Choice Uncirculated 63 EPQ. 
A wonderful new addition to the census of this scarce FRBN star that becomes easily the finest known replacement note for this Friedberg 


number. Prior to this evening, the finest known Fr. 729 star was a PCGS Extremely Fine 45 with most of the other reported survivors rather well 
circulated. This is a lovely note with crackling fresh paper, vibrant color, and more than enough margins to be considered for an even higher 


grade. With the Extremely Fine 45 example fetching $2,820 at auction in 2015, our estimate on this true Choice Uncirculated may well prove 


conservative tonight.

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Simply Spectacular Type b New York District Red Seal Five PCGS 68PPQ 


21066 Fr. 833b $5 1914 Red Seal Federal Reserve Note PCGS Superb Gem New 68PPQ. 

PMG has not graded a single example of this number at this level. PCGS has graded this note and one other. We have sold the other note 
on two occasions since 2010 where it has realized a shade over $17,000 and just over $11,000. This particular note is reaching the auction 
block for the first time in a third party holder and we would expect a realization just about in the middle of what the other note reached in 
its appearances. As one would expect for a PCGS 68PPQ, the note is spectacular with every possible positive attribute. The most immediately 


striking is its simply spectacular color.

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The Serial Number Two Example 


21067 Fr. 835a $5 1914 Red Seal Federal Reserve Note PCGS Very Fine 35PPQ. 

A few light folds and two heavy ones make the 35PPQ grade perfectly accurate, although the color and surfaces convince us that this note was 
simply folded for storage and never circulated. The paper is fully bright and the ink colors are as flashy as the day the note was printed. Single- 
digit serial number notes to this cataloger’s eye have immense additional visual appeal due to the large open areas which help accentuate the 
design elements. We auctioned the D3A serial number example, graded 58 Apparent, for over $5,000 last year.

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One of Only Five Examples Having Reached Superb Gem New 68PPQ Level at PCGS 


21068 Fr. 911a $10 1914 Federal Reserve Note PCGS Superb Gem New 68PPQ. 
Over 1,400 examples are known of this Friedberg number, with only five of them reaching this 68PPQ level at PCGS. The note certainly 
appears to have earned its grade with huge margins, bright colors, and easily seen original embossing. This is the final signature combination 


and the last of the large size $10 Feds. An extremely common note in low grades and a true rarity at this level. 
Starting Bid: $2,500 
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Rare Cleveland District $100 Red Seal with Strong Color for the Grade 


21069 Fr. 1075b $100 1914 Red Seal Federal Reserve Note PMG Very Fine 25. 

Only 24 examples of this number listed by Track & Price, with this note, which is new to both the auction census and full census, that number 
now rises to 25. It is in a comment free holder and has very good ink color for the grade. Cleveland is one of the rarer districts for Red Seal 
$100 Feds, with just over 30 examples known for the A and B varieties combined. Red Seal Feds ran to unrealistic high levels early in 2008. 
After that, there was a serious lull in interest and a marked decline in prices. They appear to be on the cusp of ascendancy once again. Likely 
a good time to consider acquiring rare and problem free examples such as this.

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One of Only Six Known 


21070 Fr. 1132-H $500 1918 Federal Reserve Note PMG Very Fine 30. 


An extremely rare Friedberg number with only six examples enumerated in the Track & Price census, with one of that number permanently 
impounded in the National Numismatic Collection in the Smithsonian. Only two have traded hands since 2007, with a seriously flawed and 
rather ugly Very Fine 30 specimen realizing $21,500 in our 2017 FUN sale and a slightly better EF 40 fetching $26,400 last year. PMG does 
note a restoration, but if it is present it is well hidden in the holder and certainly not immediately apparent. This note looks far better than its 


assigned grade would indicate, and if rarity and desirability are any guide, will easily reach and perhaps well exceed...

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Wonderfully Colored PCGS 35PPQ 1905 Technicolor Gold Twenty Dollar 


21071 ‘Fr. 1180 $20 1905 Gold Certificate PCGS Very Fine 35PPQ. 
Excellent color which one expects for the type, but not for the 35 grade. The top margin wanders a bit towards the left edge, but is well clear 
of the frame line at all points. The other three margins are exceptional. The back has retained virtually all of its flashy orange color and at a 


glance the note appears to be an AU. When closely examined, the 35PPQ is dead on accurate, but the eye appeal is superior.

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Bright and Vivid 1882 $50 Gold 


21072 Fr. 1194 $50 1882 Gold Certificate PCGS Extremely Fine 40. 

A broadly margined, nicely colored fifty dollar Gold Certificate. The orange back has retained 100% of its brilliant hue as has the red seal on 
the face. A very nearly ideal example of the grade. The Lyons-Treat signature combination on this note is one of the scarcer combinations for 
1882 $50 Golds. To date, about four dozen notes are known. Early New York Governor Silas Wright's portrait appears at the left of this note - 
Wright is one of the lesser known politicians to have earned such a prominent place on our nation’s currency. He was the fourteenth governor 
of New York in the 1840s and turned down an opportunity to run for vice president under James Polk. He was a career politician who also 
served in the House of Representatives and the Senate. 

Starting Bid: $6,250 
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One of Only Fifteen Star Examples Known from a Population of Over 1600 Notes 


21073 Fr. 1200m $50 1922 Mule Star Gold Certificate PMG Very Fine 30. 

PMG has commented on this note’s good color, which is certainly accurate. They also mention that the back plate for this note is plate number 
three, a plate that was prepared to receive a face with different signatures therefore designating this note as a mule. Far more significantly 
than its muleness, is the fact that nearly 1,600 example of Fr. 1200 are known, with only fifteen of them being star notes according to Track 


& Price. The note itself is accurately graded, but the brightness of both the inks and paper are those of a far higher grade.

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Bright, Flashy and Broadly Margined 1922 $500 Gold Certificate 


21074 Fr. 1217 $500 1922 Gold Certificate PMG Choice Very Fine 35 EPQ. 

At this grade level, we do not believe it would be possible for another note to surpass the eye appeal of this ultimately alluring high- 
denomination early 20th century $500 gold. The colors, margins, and flash belie the accurately assigned 35 EPQ grade. From the back, the 
note does seem to be a 35, with the exception of the color which is that of an uncirculated piece. From the face, the note looks like a gorgeous 
58. If this note hammers for the usual 35 EPQ price, it would prove to be an exceptional bargain. A search of Track & Price indicates this is 
this note’s first trip to the auction block ever. The very next serial number has sold variously in XF and AU grades, clearly the two were put 


away together in bygone years.

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Evenly Circulated, Well Preserved $500 Gold 


21075 Fr. 1217 $500 1922 Gold Certificate PMG Very Fine 25. 
Evenly circulated and with good color for the grade. The gold back, which is very often faded on this type, has maintained almost all of its 
brilliant hue. In our opinion, the PMG-assigned grade of 25 is exactly accurate. The holder carries two negative comments, the first “Pinholes,” 


which is accurate, it does have a handful but they are all quite small. The second comment is “Erasure,” which is likely accurate although we 
are not able to locate any rough surface through the holder.

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Mid-Grade 1907 One Thousand Dollar Gold Certificate 


21076 Fr. 1219e $1,000 1907 Gold Certificate PMG Very Fine 20. 

This Series 1907 issue was printed in the late teens while Teehee and Burke held the positions of Register of the Treasury and Treasurer. In 
that five year span from 1915 to 1919, the Bureau of Engraving and Printing managed to print 116,000 notes for use mostly in bank to bank 
transactions. Since few notes were used in regular channels of commerce, they faced heavy redemption. Today, not quite four dozen survivors 
are reported extant. Of that number, nearly a third are permanently impounded in Federal Reserve Collections, the Smithsonian, or have never 
been offered at public auction. The currently offered example has the normally expected surface dirt, but the back color is its full flaming 
orange and has not faded a bit which is quite unusual for a high denomination gold certificate. PMG’s grade of 20 seems exactly correct and, 


more importantly, the note resides in a comment free holder. Only four out of every 10,000 examples printed are known to have survived.

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Bold, Beautiful, and Bright $1,000 Gold Certificate 


21077 Fr. 1220 $1,000 1922 Gold Certificate PMG Choice Very Fine 35 EPQ. 

There is one drawback to the currency grading system that prevents a note like this from the grade it deserves, and that is fold counting. The 
number of folds on this note are minimal, most just bends, and none that break any of the design. The real story here, is a note that is barely 
circulated, if at all, and was folded a few times. The paper is bright and perfect, the margins ideal, and the corners are sharp. Few notes, even 
into the About Uncirculated grades boast the color and eye appeal that this note possesses. A nicely matched PMG 35 EPQ $500 is offered 
in this auction for the collector delving into the finest 20th century type notes.

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Attractive $10,000 Gold Fr. 1225h Cut Sheet of Three 


21078 _ Fr. 1225h $10,000 1900 Gold Certificates Cut Sheet of Three PMG About Uncirculated 53. 

These were printed three to a sheet instead of the usual four due to their height being approximately .375 of an inch taller than other large 
size notes. This is the first cut sheet of three of these that we have offered as one lot since May 2003. Each of these attractive non-redeemable 
examples was payable to the Kings County Trust Company of Brooklyn, New York with an issue date of February 25, 1922. Also, all have 
earned the exact same grade from PMG and all have the same endorsements and rubber stamp cancellations on the back. The “Paid” rubber 
stampings of the Federal Reserve Bank of New York on all three are dated “Mar 16 1933.” That was shortly after the nationwide bank holiday 
was declared by President Franklin Roosevelt on March 6 and the passing of the Emergency Banking Relief Act by Congress on March 9. Each 
piece has not been cancelled in any fashion. This Friedberg number is usually found cancelled with perforations. The examples in this lot 
also lack the commonly seen moisture stains that many notes of this design received while the five alarm Washington, DC Old Post Office 
fire raged on the night of December 13, 1935. Each back label informs us of pinholes and ink lightened, but we still see an attractive trio of 
Fr. 1225h notes that will make their next owner proud. (Total: 3 notes)

registration and centering are spot on and the colors quite bold. The reason for the assigned grade is not easy to miss. With no appearances for 


notes in this grade an estimate is just a guess but with 68s continually trading at the $3,000 mark we feel confident that this gorgeous piece 
will hit the mark.

All 
deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
Purchases; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer reserves the right to determine if a 
check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn on a U.S. bank are subject to a ten business day hold, and thirty 
days when drawn on an international bank. Clients with pre-arranged credit status may receive immediate 
credit for payments via eCheck, personal, or corporate checks. All others will be subject to a hold of 5 days, or 
more, for the funds to clear prior to releasing merchandise.

No third party may rely on any benefit of these Terms and 
Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to the Bidder and may not be assigned. 
Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does not constitute a warranty or representation. 
No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of 
Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, in any 
event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases Auctioneer, 
its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide second opines, from any 
and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or any arbitration or mediation rights 
existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation based upon the assigned description, or a 
derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and 
privileges conferred therein are strictly construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, 








typographical error, etc. and are the exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a 
granted remedy, shall waive any claim against Auctioneer.

Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions of 
Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer disputes shall be 
resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue clause and jury waiver. Non- 
consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which arbitration replaces the right to go to 
court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, compensatory 
damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of any lot. In the event that 
Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the lot lacks title, or other transfer or 
condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be limited to rescission of sale and refund of the 
amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneer’s maximum liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which 
bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot.

The date it was established is a bit 
uncertain, but the New York Times January 18, 1863 edition details an 
interesting chapter in the company’s history relayed to the newspaper by 
its San Francisco correspondent on December 11, 1862: 


“The ‘Unfermented Bread Company, that commenced business here 
with a grand flourish of trumpets, have got themselves into a state of 
fermentation and by the ears with the man with whom they contracted 
to deliver their bread. That individual has a very good thing of it, he hav- 
ing contracted with the Company to receive and deliver all their bread 
— pays them 3 1/2 cents per loaf and gets 5, and thereby makes about $100 
per day. The Company, finding they had made a bad bargain, sought to 
break the contract and deliver the article themselves, and the result was a 
lawsuit, of course, and several lawyers are making their bread out of both 
parties. There has been a great [???]s about it, and more gas expended in 
talk than is used in the making of the bread. The contractor continues to 
deliver and the people to eat it, without caring who wins.” 


The note itself is printed in red and green and has several pre-war stock 
vignettes on the face and a large vignette of the company’s building on 
the back. In a delicate hand, someone has used the note as writing paper 
to send a letter to an acquaintance. This example is the plate note in 
Vlack’s advertising book (page 6).

This attractive red and black 
$5 features a portrait of Calhoun, a small round vignette of a sailing ves- 
sel, and a large red FIVE protector element. PMG notes an annotation on 
the back which is a long-ago price for the note.

The partners sold bottled horseradish and 
expanded their product line to include pickles, vinegar, and sauerkraut. 
The partnership dissolved largely due to the economic chaos wrought by 
the Panic of 1873 and its aftermath. Heinz would go on to form a partner- 
ship with his brother John and cousin Frederick that we still know today, 
adding ketchup (or catsup) to their list of products in 1876. This $2 note 
has an oval rubber-stamped notation left of center that reads, “PAYABLE 
AT MURPHY & BISHOP’S Banking House.” A couple of small splits and 
pinholes affect nothing.

One of the principals, D.M. Dunn, was also associated 
with a Free Bank in Logansport (the Hoosier Bank) and was a respected 
resident of the city at least through 1870. This leads your cataloger to the 
conclusion that the closure of the Logansport Insurance Company caused 
little or no local scandal or loss. This note has one of those “Indian 
Gazing on Civilization” theme vignettes as well as an oval portrait of 
Zachary Taylor and a vignette of a steam locomotive and tender. PCGS 
comments that the note has been mounted on cardstock and has the 
usual small POCs which are almost always found on proofs.

The note was printed by Ormsby, who never seemed to be too far from 
bankers with fraudulent intentions. With all of the moralizing aside, this 
is an attractive note on bright paper with clear margins.

The crouching allegorical female at left smiles as she unveils a large shield 
showing the Roman numeral “X.” Numeric counters are at the bottom 
left corner and the center of the right end panel. A large “X” protector 
dominates the right side engraved with extremely fine lathe work. This 
former Newman note is a perfect Fine with sharply penned signatures.

22112 11th Michigan Volunteer Infantry, Mi- C.E. Newhall, Sutler 
Soldier Deduction Certificates 1865. 40 Certificates. 

The 11th Michigan was mustered into service in August and September, 
1861. It participated in a long list of engagements including Chickamauga, 
Missionary Ridge, and Kennesaw Mountain and was mustered out in late 
1864. Of the 1323 men serving in the 11th Michigan, 279 died in service, 
of which 97 died in battle. 265 were discharged due to disability. This lot 
consists of forty “Soldier Deduction Certificates” which detailed amounts 
that various soldiers owed to unit Sutler, CE. Newhall. These are con- 
tained in envelopes with the soldier’s name and company letter noted on 
the outside. All seem to be dated in 1865 according to the printed dates. 
Because the unit was mustered out in 1864, one can only assume that the 
Sutler was using up incorrectly dated forms in 1864.

This is a scarce first bank location (the others were Mankato 
and Shakopee), with a comparatively generous note population for a 
Minnesota bank. In 2006, the census showed seventeen notes total, with 
the majority observed proofs. Issued notes from the bank are extremely 
rare. A beautifully styled plate was ordered from the American Bank 
Note Company to print this series. To the left and right of the curved title 
are “2” counters on lathe work backgrounds. Next to each, toward the 
edge of the note, a cherub is cupped into a cartouche. At the bottom left, 
a man smokes a pipe as he sits on his horse; the other man, hat in hand, 
rests on a fence. The scene at bottom right shows boys trying to subdue a 
wild horse that appears to have thrown or knocked down the man lying 
on the ground. There apparently were three issued notes known in 2006. 
Noted with “Hinge Remnants on Back; Pinholes.” The note has much 
paper body, is nicely margined, and should be considered a choice exam- 
ple of the type.
